"This is the supreme law of the State, 
and when its framers provided that the 
•holding of certain offices was not incom- 
patible, it seems the question had been 
finally settled. In the late Constitution- 
al Convention, Gov. Buckner being Gov- 
ernor, was also a delegate to that body, 
drawing full pay as such, and also his 
salary M Governor. Hon. I A. Spald- 
ing was also a delegate, and was at the 
name time a Railroad Commissioner, 
drawing the nay o( both positions. 
Judge Dellaven was a delegate, and at 
the fame time Circuit Judge. Hon. G. 
B. Swango served as a delegate, after his 
election as Register of the I .mid Office. 
Hun. .luii n McCann was a Justice of the 
Peace in the city of Louisville, and also 
served as a delegate to the convention. 
Hun. C. J. Brouston was a delegate, and 
at the same time a Commonwealth's At- 
torney. Hon. William Goebel was a 
Mai. Senator, ami at the same time a 
member of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion. Hon. W. J. Hendrick was elected 
Attorney General of the State, and, after 
his qualification as such officer, still 
served as • member of the convention, 
receiving as he had a light to do, both 
salaries.
